He was not officially representing the 
university at the ‘trials.

The question here should not be whether URI of- 
ficials did cooperate with South Kingstown police. 
but rather whether they should have. At the time of 
the arrests, Thornton N. McClure, then acting presi- 
dent, said that the university did not authorize any 
police to be on campus, 

Why should the university be expected to aid 
the South Kingstown police in this case? There were 
no university officials in the area of the arrests. How 
could they in any way testify about something of 
which they had no exact knowledge? Does Mr. Les- 
lie want URI officials to make up stories to-help his 
case? 


_ It seems that the South Kingstown police were 
mistaken in arresting two professors and a graduate. 
They were found innocent of the charges made 
against them. Mr. Leslie wants us to believe that 
URI is at fault for not aiding in the prosecution of 
charges which have already been shown to be -un- 
founded. 

Could it be that Mr, Leslie is mouthing tesent- 
Tent because the South Kingstown police were wrong 
in arresting the demonstrators? It would seem-so. 

URI does not have to be “disturbed” about this 
case, as Dr, James said officials are. There is nothing

does the opposite. The United 
States government supports sup- 
pressive governments in South 
America, Nationalist China and 
Greece, yet the US, claims to be 
against all such governments,” 

Mr. Walsh charged that the 
old slogan, “make the world 
safe for democracy” has been 


changed to “make the world 
|sufe for investment.’* 


He snid there are eight now- 
vaeant concentration camps in 
the United States, and the Pres- 
ident can declare a national 
emergency at any time and lock 
lup people who are considered 
‘potential subversives, Through 
the use of these camps the gov- 
ernment is subtly trying to sup- 
fress dissenters, he said, 
Asked about his feelings to- 
ward the Vietnam War, Mr. 
Walsh called it a “war of geno- 
cide.” He remarked that more 
work is being directed toward 
the war effort than to domestic 
policies. More than $24 billion

In the area of Civil Rights, 
the YAF’s stand, as expressed 
by Mr. Molitor, is that Civil 
Rights legislature is justified, 
but only when it does not vio- 
late the individual rights of 
others, “‘whether right or 
wrong."”
